Former Belleville Police Chief Hal 
Berriman returned to his old office on 
Monday as interim chief until current Chief 
Gene Taylor returns 
from sick leave. 

At the Aug. 20 meeting 
of the Belleville City 
Council, the council 
gave City Manager 
Diane Kollmeyer 
the authority to hire 
someone to fill in, on 
a part-time basis, for 
Chief Taylor. 

Kollmeyer pointed out that Chief Taylor 
has been out on leave for eight weeks, at 
that point, and she doesn’t know when he 
will be back. 

She has been serving as police chief in his 
absence and she told the council, “I don’t 
want to be a police chief.” 

She said the senior police officers, Cpls. 
Todd Schrecengost and Kris Faull, have 
been doing extra duties. Faull has been 
handling scheduling, making sure shifts 
are covered, and making sure everyone 
knows what’s going on. 

Kollmeyer said Schrecengost supplied 
her with statistical reports, the first such

reports she has received. He also worked 
on scheduling training for the new officers 
and compiling a history of Charger police 
car repairs to be reviewed in advance of 
making a decision on what kind of new 
police car to get. 

“They need direction and guidance, too, 
and so I propose we move forward on this,” 
Kollmeyer said. 

When asked if Schrecengost and Faull 
couldn’t be appointed as interim chief, 
Kollmeyer said that was to be determined, 
but she didn’t want to take any officers off 
the road. 

Schrecengost said he is union president 
and so it makes it awkward for him to make 
executive decisions. 

Berriman, a retired Detroit Police officer,

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VBT Planners OK final site plan for 
Hoosier co-gen plant on 5-2 vote

After more than two years of study and 
consideration, the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission at its Aug. 22 
meeting approved the final site plan for a 
landfill-gas-to-energy plant on a 1.5-acre 
site zoned Office Technology in the former 
Visteon Village campus. 

Commissioners Dr. Carl Johnson and 
Ken Guenther cast no votes. At the Aug. 
8 meeting, Dr. Johnson had again voiced 
concerns about the safety of the chemical 
compounds that will be coming out of the 
exhaust stacks. 

An attorney’s opinion was that the 
air quality is regulated by the State of 
Michigan and is outside of the authority of 
the planning commission. 

Voting in favor of the final site plan were 
Chairwoman Carol Thompson, Township 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, and Commissioners 
Bob McKenna, Bryon Kelley, and Donald 
Boynton. 

Commissioners also approved a tree 
removal permit for the project. 

There will be no tree removal at the 
site or groundbreaking for the building 
until 14 stipulations are met, according to 
Thompson. 

The project will pipe in landfill gas from 
Waste Management’s Woodland Meadows 
landfill north of Ecorse Road to the site of 
the electrical generating plant on the west 
side of the former Visteon Village (now 
called Grace Lake Corporate Center and no 
longer owned by Visteon). 

After the meeting, attorney Thomas 
Stoepker and Ameresco/Hoosier 
representative Jeff Stander told the 
Independent that they had hoped to begin 
building the facility by Nov. 2 when their 
state permit runs out, but now it won’t be 
until next year. 

Stander pointed out they had a lot 
of stipulations to meet before they can 
proceed, including getting the township 
board to vacate the head of a county drain, 
getting final site plan approval for the 
DTE substation needed to connect to the 
power grid, and preparing an appropriate 
emergency response plan. They also have 
to apply for a new MDEQ permit for air 
quality. 

In a repeat of the Aug. 8 meeting, 
Thompson had to call VBT Police officers 
during the Aug. 22 meeting to stand by 
in the meeting room to keep the peace, as 
project opponents John Delaney and Reg 
Ion disregarded her orders to stop talking 
during inappropriate times in the meeting. 

Thompson recessed the meeting and 
called police on her cell phone. After Lt. 


Bart DeVos was in the room, she resumed 
the meeting. There were two more officers 
in the hallway. 

Dr. Johnson said there still were a number 
of outstanding issues and he would like to 
track the progress of the drain abandonment, 
the ITC easement paperwork, the DTE 
facility approval. Director of Planning 
and Economic Development Terry Carroll 
said he would give monthly reports to the 
commission on the progress of the project. 

Delaney had threatened a law suit if the 
project was approved and mentioned it 
again at the meeting. The neighbors had 
chipped in to hire an attorney, fearing toxic 
fumes from the stacks and loss of property 
value. They charged that the township 
did not follow its own ordinances and a 
manufacturing facility with smokestacks 
was forbidden from the Office Technology 
zoning, which was intended as an office 
building campus. 

“There is going to be a law suit,” Delaney 
said. “We’re David and they’re Goliath and 
you know how that came out.” 

Neighbors voiced their disappointment 
with the commission, charging they turned 
their backs on the community’s concerns. 

Ernie Tozer, a neighbor to the project and 
outspoken critic, referred to the motion 
passed by the Board of Trustees the evening 
before where a majority voted to ask the 
planners to postpone voting on the final site 
plan until the board could meet with the 
planners to get details of the project. 

At the beginning of the Aug. 22 meeting, 
chairwoman Thompson said while the 
commission is always happy to share 
information, the township board asking 
the commission to postpone a vote, “is not 
within the legal purview of the township 
board.” 

Tozer said the township board, after getting 
additional information, may have decided 
to rescind its special land-use approval for 
the project that it gave last year. 

“They asked for a couple of weeks, after 
a couple of years,” Tozer said, adding that 
obviously the board representative (Budd) 
does not talk to the board and pass on 
information from the commission. Tozer 
said he talked to the supervisor and he 
didn’t have a clue about what was going on 
at the commission. 

“You could have given them that courtesy 

. it was a more professional thing to 
do,” Tozer lamented, referring to the 
postponement of the vote. 

Township Trustees Al Ostrowski and 
Denise Partridge were present in the 
audience and spoke on behalf of the 
township board’s request to postpone the 
vote in order to get more information.

From the pristine artificial field to the 
shiny new grandstands, everything was 
perfect on Friday.

CATS: Most recent 
flap puts spotlight 
on Van Buren Twp. 


On Monday, local people commented on 
seeing a TV news crew heading south on 
Sumpter Road from 5 Points. Probably the 
child’s drowning in Sumpter, some guessed. 
Or, the Girlstown name-change, ribbon- 
cutting at noon. (Nope, they were heading 
in the wrong direction.) 

It all became clear on Monday’s 5 o’clock 
news on Channel 7. VBT’s most recent 
claim to fame for SE Michigan media was: 
The abundance of cats in a trailer park. And, 
someone’s project to wipe them out by gun, 
knife, and poison. 

Friends of Michigan Animals Rescue 
has a trap, neuter and release program, 
which reduces cat populations humanely 
by attrition. FMAR received a grant for that 
program at one point. It is offered free when 
feral cats are a problem. 

But, sometimes property owners are 
reluctant to have FMAR trap their strays. In 
a Belleville city neighborhood around the 
mill, last year, residents were overrun with 
cats. The mill owner refused FMAR’s trap 
program. Citizens were seen trying to run 
over stray cats — even going onto lawns to 
follow them. It gets mean. 

FMAR is waiting for word from the park 
owner on whether they can begin trapping. 
Meanwhile, soft-hearted park residents are 
feeding the strays, taking them to the vet, 
and holding them as they die. A cat-hater 
— or two — is trying to kill them all off. 
VBT Police and Animal Control have to get 
involved because this is animal cruelty. 


There won’t be any recount of the Van 
Buren Township supervisor’s election until 
after the Sept. 5 election, we are told. 

VBT Deputy Clerk Kathy Cline said a Wayne 
County Elections representative was out last 
week to get everything in order for the Sept. 5 
election and stated that all the Wayne County 
recounts were approved. But, since there is a 
Wayne County state representative’s position 
(not involving VBT), the scheduling has to 
go to the state first. Stay tuned.

After I learned there was yet another cat 


killing on Friday, I alerted VBT animal lovers 
to the problem and, over the week end, things 
began happening. 

VBT Trustee Al Ostrowski, who is an 
animal control officer in Dearborn, visited 
the park and talked to people there. Then, he 
called his television contacts and by Monday 
morning there was a TV 
crew at the park, also 
talking to residents. 

The story was on 
Channel 7’s news show 
at 5 p.m. Monday. 

A quote from the park 
manager said they called 
VBT and other agencies 
three weeks ago and were frustrated by a 
lack of action. VBT Public Safety Director 
Carl McClanahan reportedly told TV-7 on 
Monday that he just learned about how big 
the problem is and police will investigate. 

The TV report shows people talking about 
the 29 dead cats which have been shot, knifed 
and poisoned by an unknown person, who 
they would like to find. Some cats have been 
skinned. There are park residents who are 
feeding the starving cats and paying vet bills, 
out of compassion. 

FMAR is waiting for word from the park’s 
owner as to whether they can start the program 
they offered that traps, neuters, and releases 
the cats into their old colonies, without 
charge to the park owner. This would end 
the colony growth.

Cats tortured, killed 
underscore problem 


To the Editor: 

It is a known fact that people who do 
harm to animals are more likely to do harm 
to humans as well. When I learned of a 
local community finding their outside cats 
tortured and killed it saddened me. 

My sadness escalated when I discovered 
that the local animal control was called and 
the cat’s caregiver was told that if it was 
a cat, there was nothing they could do. A 
cat, just like any pet, is a living, breathing, 
being that deserves a chance at life they 
didn’t ask to be born into. 

Cruelty is wrong, and should always 
be investigated. This incident made me 
realize that if people were educated about 
the positive rewards of keeping stray cats 
fed and altered, this tragedy may have been 
prevented. 

It all comes down to pet owners being 
responsible about spaying and neutering. 
Unless the day comes where city and 
state ordinances have laws that make it 
mandatory to alter pets not licensed for 
breeding, the problem will continue to 
escalate. 

The process simply starts with a food 
source, such as, a dumpster, garbage can, or 
a friendly human feeling sorry for a starving 
kitty, to have a cat hanging around. 

If this cat happens to be female, she is 
capable of producing four litters a year. 
If she had an average of five kittens, that 
would make 20 kittens a year. Now let’s 
take a step further and figure if each one 
of those kittens produced 20 kittens, we

are now at 100 more. Well, you get the 
picture. 

Killing, euthanizing, or dropping them 
off in the country somewhere, does not 
get rid of the problem. It actually has the 
opposite effect and opens the door for more 
to come. 

Research has found that the only way to 
solve this problem is to trap, neuter and 
release. (The short term for this is TNR.) 
Some people will say, “I don’t want those 
cats back here.” However, it’s imperative 
that they come back to their original home 
for several reasons including a lack of 
space and resources in our local shelters. 

Altered cats tend to be territorial, and 
therefore are more likely to keep new ones 
away. When fed on a daily basis, they 
become less visible in yards and the streets. 
Odors go away from dominant males 
spraying, and the best part is they keep the 
mice and rat population down. 

It’s a win-win situation if you have 
caregivers who feed outdoor cats on a daily 
basis. The feeders can watch for newcomers 
that haven’t been spayed or neutered then 
contact a local TNR program, ensuring all 
of the cats in the colony are altered before 
they begin to multiply again. 

There are plenty of affordable ways to 
help colony caregivers, including asking 
for help from your local animal rescue 
organizations. Friends of Michigan 
Animals Rescue (FMAR) is located in 
Belleville and is one resource you can call 
for help with TNR. 

Their TNR program includes loaning out 
traps, transporting the animals to and from 
the vet and back to their caregivers after 
surgery.
